GENTLEMEN: 


Those of you who have taken an interest 
in the subject discussed in these Open Let- 
ters — and we fear your number is pathetic- 
ally small — are in a position now to see the 
bitter fruits of the Roosevelt-Johnson “‘peace- 
ful and profound” revolution.
